Suspended State Treas- 


urer Moves To Protect. 
Firms From Reprisals. 


George B. Hamilton, *he_ state's 
suspended treasurer, yesterday order- 
ed more than $7,000,000 in bonds, 
which have been held in the vaults 
at the Federal Reserve Bank since 
his removal from office, released to 
the banks which put them up to cover 
state deposits accepted by them. 

The suspended treasurer announced 
his action as Governor Talmadge 
moved through his comptroller gen- 
eral, G. B. Carreker, to obtain, plus 
seven per cent interast, gasoline taxes 
not paid by the major oil companies 
for March. The oil companies have | 
been holding this money.

April.

DETROIT, Mich., May 12.—(>}— 
A day in the not far distant future 
when “we may grow most of an auto- 
mobile on the farm,” was visioned t#® 
day by Henry Ford.

The only state- 
ment came from J. Edgar Hoover, 
chief of Department of Justice agents 
at Washington, who announced that 
Robinson r. had admitted the kid- 
naping. 

An intimation that others might 
have been implicated as accessories in 
aiding the flight of the so-called “Lone 
Wolf’ kidnaper was seen in Hoover's 
statement that Robinson confessed he 
‘paid plenty for protection” and had 
spent more of the $50,000 ransom to 
evade detection. Only $2,360 of the 
ransom money was found in Robin- 
60ns possession when federal agents 
trapped him.in the California suburb, 
Hoover said. Robinson yielded with- 
out a shot being fired, Hoover said. 
although he was well armed and had 
an “arsenal” in his Glendale room. 

The prisoner was said by Hoover to 
have admitted slugging Mrs. Stull 
with a lead pipe after entering her 
suburban home here by posing as a 
telephone repair man. The young 
Junior Leaguer was released at In- 
dianapolis six days later after the 
ransa@m demands were met by her so- 
cially prominent and wealthy family. 

Details of the confession announced 
by Hoover fits. substantially with ac- 
counts of the kidnaping brought out 
at the Robinsons’ trial at which Mrs. 
Stoll testified. 


DENVER “BAD MAN” 
ARRESTED IN CHICAGO 

CHICAGO, May 12.—(#)-—-The ar- 
rest of Joe Pannell, wanted in Den- 
ver on charges of robbery and other 
crimes, was announced here today by 
Daniel M. Ladd, chief of. the depart- 
ment of justice bureau of investiga- 
tion in Chicago. 

Federal agents described Pannell 
as an ex-convict, a kidnaper and gen- 
eral “bad man” of the Rocky moun- 
tains, 

Panneli, who is 41 years old, was 
arrested in a tavern on the South 
Side. He was wanted by Denver au- 
thorities for the $24,000 robbery of 
Max Schwartz, Denver real estate -p- 
erator, August 2, 1935. The loot was 
in stocks and jewelry. 

Schwartz was ambushed and shot to 
death November 23, 1935, three 
months after the robbery. Denver po- 
lice, Ladd said, wished to question 
Pannell in connection with the killing 
of Schwartz and a number of other 
robberies.

GOVERNMENT SCORES 
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IN PWA PROLECTS SUIT 


Washington Judge Refuses 
Evidence Offered by 


Power Companies. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(4)— 
Government lawyers defending the 
Public Works Administration’s mu- 
nicipal power projects won a series of 
skirmishes today in the District of Co- 
lumbia supreme court, as Chief Jus- 
tice Alfred A. Wheat refused to ac- 
cept as evidence documents submitted 
by. counsel .for private power com-| 
panies. 

The rejected evidence included news- 
“paper clippings, press releases, admin- 
istrative orders, and a book by Sec- 
retary Ickes entitled “Back. to Work: 
The Story of PWA.” Newton VD. 
Baker and Raymond Jackson, attor- 
neys for four utility firms, claimed the 
documents would disclose an “illegal, 
scheme” of New Deal officials to regu- 
late intrastate power production. 

In ruling out the evidence, Chief 
Justice Wheat told Jackson: 

“You have been through thousands 
and thousands of pages of material 
released by government press agents. 
and you have'selected those sentences 
which reflect on Administrator Ickes. 
You have a big constitutional issue 
here. Why do you want to compli- 
cate it with little stuff like that?” 

Jerome Frank and Alexander Holt- 
goff, representing PWA, contended 
that Ickes had never laid down a pro- 
gram designed to regulate local power 
rates. They are opposing the utilities 
companies’ plea for an injunction to 
prevent PWA financing of municipal 
electricity plants in 10 cities, located

FORT FREDERICA BILL 


National Monument on Saint 
Simon Is Provided for in' 
Measure.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The sen- 
ate today passed the house bill provid- 
ing for the establishment of the Fort 
Frederica National monument on St. 
Simon Island, Georgia. 


Before being sent to the White 
House for President Roosevelt’s signa- 
ture, however, it will have to go to 
conference between the two houses be- 
cause the senate added an amendment 
to the effect that the proposed monu- 


tary of the interior, under whose juris- 
diction the monument will be estab- 
lished, to accept donations of land 
and other properties within the bound- 
aries of the monument, or to acquire 
out of donated funds by purchase or 
condemnation all tracts of land neces- 
sary for completion of the monument. 


The secretary is also authorized to 
Maintain in some suitable structure 
within the national monument a muse- 
um for relics and records pertaining 
to Fort Frederica. 


In a letter written to Chairman De 
Rouen, of the house committee on pub- 
lic lands, the then acting secretary 
of the interior, T. A. Walters, said 
Fort Frederica “is of great historical 
interest in connection witht the co- 
lonial period of our national develop- 
ment and it is believed it is worthy 
of preservation as a national monu- 
ment, as it epitomizes one phase of 
history of the south in its formative 
years.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


‘ Il1iI—The Texas Republic. 

In the autumn of 1835, a cannon 
was buried in a peach orchard near 
Gonzales, Texas. The burying was 
done by a little band of settlers who 
did not want the cannon to be taken 
away by Mexican soldiers. They said 


it was needed to guard them “against | 
ith | Indians.” 


The Mexicans advanced on San An- 
tonio, where a group of Texans made 
use of the Alamo, an old mission, as 
a fort. The siege lasted 11 days, and 
then the Alamo was captured. All the 
Texan soldiers died in the fighting. 
but the lives of three women and 
three children in the Alamo were 


‘spared by the Mexicans. 


Soon afterward delegates from dif- 
ferent parte of Texas met at the vil- 
lage of “Washington-on-theBrazos. 
On the second day of March, 1836, 
they issued a Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Fifty-eight men signed the dec 
laration, among them being a few of 
Spanish descent, and one born in Can- 
ada, one born in Ireland, and one 
in Scotland. 


Soon afterward a terrible blow was 
struck by the Mexicans. They won 
back power over Goliad, and put to 
death several hundred Texan captives. 
This was meant to “crush” the spirit 
of revolt, but it worked just the other 
way around. Texans who had held 
back from the fighting now joined the 
army led by General Sam Houston. 


Houston for a time did a great deal 
of retreating, but then he struck a 
sharp, sudden blow—when the Merxi- 
can forces were divided and off their 
guard. At the Battle of San Jaeinto, 
which was more of a rout than a bat- 
tle, 630 Mexicans were siain, and 


‘Santa Anna himself was captured.
